California City Visited By 
Four Earthquake Shocks 
Causing Much Damage 


Santa Barbara, Calif, June 30,—A 
violent earthquake shock struck this 
city a 1.22 o’clock tais im niag, 

This was the heaviest siake since 
the heavy trembler yesterday morn, 
ing. 

A second severe shock again rocked 
the ruins at 4:39, o'clock, 

Another trembler came at o:54 am, 
The third shock ‘was not so severe 
as the two previous ones, 

Santa Barbara, June 80.—A _ check- 
up this morning of the casualties and 
destruction resulting from the series 
of earthquakes which have laid waste 
a large portion of this city showed 
that nine people lost their lives and 
thirty-five were seriously injured in 
the disaster. ; 

Conservative estimates of the mater- 
ial damage which ‘cannot be definitely 
established until an architectural sur- 
vey is completed today, fix the loss 
as, $15,000,000. Other estimates place 
it as high as $80,000,000. 

The injured were treated at Cot- 
tage hospital, the only hospital re- 
maining fit to receive patients. No 
check has been possible of those 
treated for injuries at their homes. 

State street, the main artery of 
the torn and twisted business dis- 
trict, presents a desolate appearance 
today.

Winnipeg, June 380.—Crops in west- 
ern Canada continue to show the 
most promising prospects in) many 
years and throughout the wheat belt 
growing conditions have been uni- 
formly goud, according to the Cana- 
dian National railway crop report 
just issued, Wheat generally is in 
the shot blade, and in parts of Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan has reached 
the height of 24 inches. 

Manitoba reports excess of mois- 
ture in the low lying districts but the 
higher land is making an excellent 
showing. Cuutworm and heavy rain 
caused some damage and fine weath- 
er is needed to aid these districts. 
Barley and rye is heading out. 

With the exception of discoloration 
in isolated districts, the wheat crop 
in Saskatchewan is making encourag- 
ing progress. Continued warm = wea- 
ther is expected to eliminate rust 
damage while crop pests are less men- 
acing than a year ago. 

Recent rains have almost complete- 
ly eliminated the work of cut worms 
in Alberta. Slight damage has been 
reported by hail, but in these areas 
fields are being reseeded to other 
grains.

Some of the Calgary grain men 
think this is quite within the range of 
possibility, judging from present con- 
ditions, which it is generally admitted 
are much better than in 1928, when 
according to government figures, 144,- 
835,000 bushels were harvested from 
5,172,643 acres. Last year, when thera 
was but half a crop, the yield was 
61,811,943 bushels of wheat from 5,- 
578,813 acres, 

The estimate of 200,000,000 bushels 
of wheat this year is based on private 
reports that have been received from 
every part of the provinee. In the 
first place, there has, generally 
speaking, been a much larger acreage 
put under cultivation than was anti- 
cipitated. —Herald.

ANNIVERSARY OF 


CAWNPORE SUNDAY 


(By Charles Conway) 


Seventy-eight years ago, on June 28, 
blackest 
deeds in the blood stained Indian mu- 
tiny, the foul and treacherous murder 
of the white population of Cawnpore 


1857, occurred one of the 


by the arch-fiend, Nana Sahib. 


Cawnpore, an jmportant 
station on the River 
risoned by 3,000 native troops and 
about 200 white soldiers of all ranks, 
and the great mutiny of the soldiers 
and natives of India, which commen- 

ced at Meerut in the month of April, 


until June 4, 


Nana Sahib, who was a foster-son 
of one of the Mahratta kings, had 
enjoyed the trust and confidence of 
the British government, but on the 
first signs of disaffection among the 
natives at Cawnpore he threw off his 
mask of friendship and assumed the 
leadership of the mutineers, 

The white population of the city 
numbered just over 1,060, of which 
465 were men, mostly soldiers and govy- 
ernment. officials, about 280 women 
and the same number of children, 
They all escaped trom Cawnpore on 
June 6, and fortified themselves with- 
in the frail walls of a hospital bar- 
racks on the outskirts of the city, 
where they succeeded in keeping at 
bay their savage foes for 21 days, 
although the flimsy buildings were 
speedily destroyed by the guns of the 
rebels, and their only protection for 
the greater part of the siege consist- 
ed of some hastily constructed earth- 
works. Their entrenchment was com- 
pletely surrounded by a force of over 
10,000 armed men, and night and day 
the little garrison was exposed to an 
incessant from three 
large mortars and 10 cannons, 


storm of shell 


On the morning of June 28, the sur- 
vivors of the hopeless fight surrend- 
ered, relying on the solemn promise 
of Nana Sahib that their lives would 
be spared and that they would be 
given «a safe conduct down the river 
to Allahahab. The gallant little band, 
who had given up all their arms and 


ammunition, had searcely reached the 


boats provided for their journey when 
the treacherous Nana ordered — his 
men to fire on them. Less than 200 
were spared, and these, mostly wo- 
men and children, were reserved for 
death at a later date. 

On July 15, when Havelock’s aveng- 
ing army was only 15 miles from 
Cawnpore, the last act of the bloody 
tragedy took place. The Nana sent 
his men into the small house where 
the survivors, 125 women and. chil- 
dren, were imprisoned, and gave or- 
ders that they were to be cut to 
pieces. The place was soon ankle 
deep with the blocd of these innocent 
victiins, and the bodies were 
into an adjacent well, on the site of 
which has been crected a beautiful 
memorial surmounted by the figure of 
an angel in white marble, 

The Nana, who escaped before the 
arrival of the British troops, was 
never captured, and thus escaped the

ed on those of his followers who fell 
into the white

Dominion 
‘Day 

An exchange, commenting editorial- 
ly on Dominion Day, says: 

“The declaration of Hon. S. F. Tol- 
mie, that Canadians should celebrate 
the first of July as thoroughly as the 
citizens of the United States cele- 
brate the Fourth, should be remember- 
ed. <As citizens we fall down lament- 
ably in our outuward manifestations 
of a national spirit. Dominion Day, 
the anniversary of.the Confederation 
that gives us the present Dominion 
of Canada, should be a most signifi- 
cant occasion, marked each year by 
appropriate patriotic exercises every- 
where in the country. Is it so mark- 
ed? The answer need not be given 
since the First of July has become 
nothing more than a holiday. Thou- 
sands of new Canadian citizens know 
nothing about the anniversary that is 
being celebrated, and only the news- 
papers try to enlighten them as to 
the historic importance of the day. 

“The contract across the interna- 
tional line on the Fourth is marked. 
The anniversary is made to stand for 
something, and is used for a nation- 
wide patriotic demonstration that 
makes the people of the United States 
take a new pride in their country. 
There is no reason why a similar use 
should not be made of Dominion Day 
in Canada. Canadian clubs, Daugh- 
ters of the Empire, the War Veterans’ 
associations, organizations such as the 
Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs and simi- 
lar bodies should take cognizance of 
Hon. Dr. Tolmie’s statement and ask 
themselves if there is not something 
they can do to bring about a proper 
celebration of Canada’s natal day.” 


Fires in 
The Woods 


That forest conservation is needed 
along with bird and animal conserva- 
tion is indicated by this item in the 
Red Deer Advocate: “The destruction 
of timber in the Rocky Mountain 
House west district this summer, 
some fifty square miles, has been 
perhaps as serious as in 1922, which 
was counted a very bad year. The 
people of Canada through the Dom- 
infon government, the Phoenix Lum- 
ber company, McDougall and McAr- 
thur were perhaps the heaviest losers. 
There is some complaint that the 
service of the district forestry depart- 
ment from Rocky Mountain House 
was not as prompt and workmanlike 
as could be desired, and a case against 
two men for setting fire to the tim- 
ber because of alleged ill-treatment 
in wages by their boss is stated to be 
pending. There has been a strong 
suspicion that some of the fires were 
set, though it is doubtful whether it 
can be brought home to the individ- 
uals concerned. 


Camrose 


Bird Lovers 


In the Camrose district interest is 
taken in nature study and wild live 
conservation, and even the young 
folks are imbued with that sort of 
thing. Says the Canadian: ‘A dozen 
boys live in the block in which the 
Price residence is situated, most’ of 
whom are warmly interested in birds 
and their protection. They believe 
they have more birds, and in greater 
variety, in this block than in any sim- 
jlar area in any other town or city 
jin western Canada, The block is 
about 260 by 500 feet. Between 30 
and 40 bird boxes are properly placed. 
Several nice groves of poplars and 
numerous deciduous and coniferous 
trees planted during the last fifteen 
years offord good shelter, Birds nest- 
ing in the block this summer are as 
follows ,the figure following the name 
denoting number of pairs: Golden-cye 
duck, 1; Phoebe, 1; Wood Pewee, 2; 
Least Flycatcher, 2; Purple Martin, 
20; Tree Swallow, 20; Worbling Vir- 
eo, 1; Yellow Warbler, 1; House Wren 
8. This is a total of 14 species, and 
nearly 150 individuals.”

RAPID PROGRESS 
IN POOL SIGN-UP 


Contracts for all three of the new 
provincial pools are now begining to 
swarm into the headquarters at Ed- 
monton, as a result of the first two 
weeks of the tri-pool sign-up. Each 
day brings stronger indications that 
the pools are going over the top in 
their drive for membership. 

As an instance of the manner in 
which contracts are pouring into the 
central offices, it is announced that 
on Friday a total of 450 contracts 
were received for all three pools. At 
this rate it goes without question 
that the pools will obtain their ob- 
jective in the required time. 

One of the active workers is E. R. 
Rasmuson, who same in on Friday 
after a series of successful meetings 
in the Lone Ridge district west of 
Wetaskiwin. He had 53 contracts in 
his pocket, signed up in twenty min- 
utes after his meeting at Lone Ridge 
was over, 

Canvassers are urged to send in 
their contracts as soon as they are 
signed. It is understood that a large 
number of contracts are still in their 
hands, and these should be sent in, 
The canvassers are also warned of 
the importance of sustained effort on 
their part until every bit of territory 
is covered, It is important that the 
organization of the pools be complet- 
ed at the earliest possible moment. 

The Canadian hen egg production 
for 1914 approximately equalled in 
value a sixth of the wheat crop for 
that year, according to Ottawa fig- 
ures.

Four small wooden vessels to act 
as tugs and feeders from Corona- 
tion Gulf to Herschel Islands, in the 
Arctic, are being built at Vancouver, 
B.C., to the order of the Hudsons Bay 
Company. They will be well power- 
ed and sheathed in iron bark, 


There is now only one mine in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass district idle. Be- 
tween eight and nine thousand tons 
of coal are being mined there daily 
and the mines at Coleman, Blairmore 
and Bellevue are rapidly striking 
their stride, their output being about 
six thousand tons. 


Although the chief beneficiaries 
under the new British preference 
proposals will be Canadian sugar, 
tobacco and automobiles, it is stated 
that Canadian wines and silk goods 
will also benefit to a certain extent. 
In the sugar preference an increase 
of about 25%, and in tobacco of from 
a fourth to sixth has been made. 


By a recent Order-in-Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, premiums 
for clearing land, which had pre- 
viously been set at $6 an acre, were 
increased to $8. The Order also pro- 
vides that the premium will be paid 
for a maximum of twenty acres of 
land and, as a result of it, a settler 
may obtain a grant of $160 from the 
Government as a reward for his 
work,

CANCER R CURE HOPE | ACHIEVEMENT, RECORD | 


Regina, June 28—Ca Cancer ,ependent 
upon its anatomical location, is ab- 
‘solutely curable, provided treatment 
is applied in the carly stages of the 
disease, H. W. Carson, senior surgeon 
of the Prince of Wales general hos- 
pital, London, England, declared to- 
day at the. annual convention of the 
Canadian Medical Association here. 

Surgery, he maintained ,was the 
only safe method to he used in inei- 
pient cases. It was rather a striking 
tribute to the progress of medical 
science that more people of cancer 
age were alive today than ever be- 
fore and proved conclusively that 
the public must work hand in hand 
with the doctor in freeing mankind of 
this and other malignant diseases. 

While the actual causes of cancer, 
Mr. Carson asserted, continue to bat- 
fle the scientific world, there was ev- 
ery hope that the malady would be 
ultimately completely wiped out. 

The day when communicable dis- 
eases would cease to be a menace to 
mankind was foreshadowed by Dr. 
M. M. Seymour, deputy minister of 
health for Saskatchewan. 

As the result of preventive educa- 
tion and anti-toxins, great strides have 
been made in holding in check epi- 
demics and plagues. 

With continued advances he be- 
lieved it would be possible for the 
human being to ward off disease until
